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AGCUSED OF GRAFT

WDistrict Attorney Protects Chinese |

Gamblers.

AN INFAMOUS ORGANIZATION

Threats of Wholesale Killing and Mur-
der Are Threatened Unless
Abuse Stops

New York., Dec. 16.—A prophecy of
wholesile killilngs and murders in the
Chinese quarter, unless the police
take declded steps to eliminate gamb-
ling there, was made yesterday in the
Toombs court, before Magistrate Om-
men by Frank Moss, who appeared as
the counsel for the defended four
Chinamen araigned on a charge of
murder,

The defénce has been undertaken by
the soclety because the Hip Sing Tong,
the reform society of Chinatown ans
furnished the society with evidence on
which they have prosecuted China-
town gamblers,

The four prisoners, Wong Look,
Dang Lung, Yong Gau and Wong
Ding, are alleged to be the murderers
of John Baldwin, of No. 108 Nassau-
st., who wis In a saloon drinking
when he was shot by a stray bullet
fired In a fusiliade from several China-

men,
“There will be murders, shootings
and troubles without end” sald Mr,

Moss, “if & stop Is not put to gambling
in Chinatown, and I want the district
attorney's office to realize it. The
control of the gambling privilege Is the
bone of contention between the two
great Chinese secret  socleties—the
Hip Sing Tong and the On Long Tong.

The only way to stop thls conten-
tion is to eliminate the gambling
houses In the whole Chinese quarter,
1 am amased to see the police and the
distriet attorney’'s office apparently
protecting the gambling syndicate In
this sectlon.”

Aspistant District Attorney Garvan's
reply was that If Mr. Moss had any
evidence the district attorney’s office
would be glad to listen to it

“Yes," replied Mr. Moss, “and you
appear here in behalf of the On Long
Tong as though you were a pald at-
torney of that infamous organization.”

Mon Mun, of No. 90 Hudson st
Brookiyn, testified that he was the
man the shooters were trying to kill
He sald that he was walking along the
Bowery late that night, and as bhe
passed No. 12, the headquarters of the
Hip 8ing Tong, a Chinaman, whom he
{dentifled as Ching You beckoned to
the four prisoners and shouted,
*“There goes Mon Mun: he's a member
of the On Long Tong!™ At that, the
witneas sald, half a dozen Chinamen
ran out of No. 12 and began shooting
at him. He ran, without stooplng to
count the number of shots

Beveral policemen testified that as
many as thirty or forty shots were
fired. Of the four Chinamen arrested,
two were wearing coats of mall and
one wore a bullet proof jacket.

James J. Hartigan, the bartender of
No. 10 Bowery, where Baldwin was
drinking, sald.

*When I heard the shots and the
breaking of glass 1 ordered everybody
in sight to drop to the floor. Baldwin
was the only one who didn't to 8o as
far as 1 could see. 1 was on the floor
myself."”

The hearing was adjourned till next
Tuesday,

MILLERS WIN OUT.

Drawback on Canadian Wheat a Blow
to Western Farmers,
wWashington, Dec, 16.—The draw-
back spstem which permits the duty
on raw materials Imported for manu-
facture for the export trade will soon
be extended to cover Canadian wheat
mixed with Amerlcan wheat In the
production of flour designed for for-
elgn markets, The administration
has virtually decided to adopt this
course, though the formal order will

not be lssyed for ceveral days.

As the drawback law has béen ap-
plled, Canadian wheat could be
brought Into this country In bond,

ground Into flour and the flour ex-
ported without the payment of any
duty on the wheat. Or, under another
plan, the duty was pald when tae
wheat was Imported, and when |t was
shown that an equnl amount of flour
had been exported the duly was re-
funded. The millera complained that
nelther plan worked to thelr best ad-
vantage, a8 they were forced o keep
the Canndlan wheat separste, while

the best results are obtalned by mix-
ing the hard Canndlan wheat with the
soft whent from Kansus or other west-

ern states. Hard wheat can bhe  8e-
ctired In the northwestern states, but
it cowta 17 cents a bushel more than
the Canadian hard, and the millers
contended that they could not pay tha
higher price and export flour at &
profit. They are willing to pay the
Ameriean price for flour made for

American consumption.

This diclslon s & distinet conges-
slon to the flour manufacturers, and
will, it Is declared, enable them lo con-

[chase exposition,

Washington, Dec. . 18&—The  inaygural
committee is sorely perplexed over a
problem which has avisen In connec-
tlon with the sending of invitations to
the Inauguration to the governors of
the statex. Shall or shall not an in-
vitation be sent to Governor Vardman
of Missiesippl, Is the question which
presents serfous (ifficultion, OFf couiee,
in the light of Vardman's unpardon-
able and persistent discourtesy to the
president. so recently exiibited In his
churllsh treatment of the congratula-
tlon extended to Mississlppl by Presl-
dent Francls of the Loulsiana Purs
no invitatlon would
be sent to him, were It not for his of-
ficial capacity. On the other hamd
there Is strong disclination even ap-
parently to slight the state of Mis-
sissippl, which Vardaman represents.

The fear expressed by membera of
the inaugural committee is that Vard-
man would, were he to recelve such an
invitation, make It the occasion for &
reply which would be as nearly an in-
sult to the president as it Is possible
for an Individual of his stamp lo
offer,

No decision has yet besn reached,
but It Is probably a safe prediction to
say that no formal invitation will be
extended to the Misslssippl governor
until assurances that it will meet with
at least a civil reply have been ree

celved,

Trust |s One Started by Benjamin
Franklin for an Industrial Train-
ing School in City of Boston,

New York, Dec. 16.—Andrew Cars
negle hasg glven to the ety of Hoston,
the sum of 3540000, and became the
Joint founder with Benjumin Franklin
of an Instition for Industrial training,
according o an anpouncement made
this morning by the Herald, The new
new enterprise Is to be managed nlong
the lines of the Cooper Institute In
Lhis city.

Benjamin Franklin, In his will, left
to the city of Boston, the sum of 35«
000, which was to be Invested and kept

selectmen and the ministers of three
denominations were mentloned as
trustees, of whom the expenditure of
this fund should full. The amount
was Invested In real eslate soon wfter
the death of Franklin which took place
In 1790, and it wus found on the ter.
mination of the trust that the fund
had increased to $270,000, Tt Is stabed
that Mr., Carnegle recently agreed (o
Jonate twice the amount of the fund
for the purpose stated.

New York Sch Abandoned
Man Dead.

Gloucester, Mass. Dec. 15.—The flah-
Ing schooner Metamora, bound from
Boston for the Grand Banks, put In
here this afternocon having on board
Captaln F. H. Getchell and four mem-
bers of the crew of the lumber laden
achooner John T. Willlams, Bangor,
Me., for New York, which was aban-
doned al sea s & result of a colllnion
between the two vesseln, A member
of the Willlam's crew was drowned.

The collision occurred twenty-five
miles northeast of Thatcheér's Ialand
last evening. The Willlams was cut
down to the water's edge, but was kept
afloat by her cargo. Captain Robbins
and the crew of the Meétamora rescued
all except one of the men In their dor-
les, mplthough the sen wasx high. The
name of the drowned man s unknown

The John T. Willlams was of 230

tons net. She wan bullt At Brooklyn
In 1857, and halled from New York
The Metamora sustained little dJdam-

age.
